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HEAVY FIGHTING ON LOWER DNIEPER RIVER FRONT 


5 Villages 
Retaken By 
Russ Army 


By the Canadian Press 


Masses of Russian tanks 
were reported by the Ger- 
mans to be counter-attacking 
Nazi lines on the lower 
Dnieper river. front late to- 
day, while elsewhere on the 
1,200-mile battle line a Rus- 
Sian counter-offensive was 
said to have recaptured five 
Soviet villages. 

The locale of the Red Army's 
counter-offensive, reported by the 
official Soviet news agency Tass, 
Was not disclosed except that it 
was in a “western direction"— 
Possibly on. the central front‘ 
guarding Moscow. 

The Germans said Red tanks in 
large formations were attacking 
Nazi troops storming up the Dnieper 
river in an attempt to cover retreat 
of sizable Red forces eastward 
&cross the river. 

The Russians acknowledged Hit- 
ler’s invasion armies have tightened 
the ring on Leningrad with another 
50-mile advance, driving to the 
Novgorod region 100 miles south of 
the old Czarist capital. 

FIERCE BATTLE RAGES 

While two other German and 
German-Finnish columns drove on 
Leningrad from the west and 
north, the Soviet high command's 
communique said the fiercest battle 
raged about Novgorod, an ancient 
walled town above Lake Ilmen. 

A Red army bulletin indicated 
the Germans were beginning to 
use air-borne troops in the 60-day- 
old conflict, reporting a number of 
big four-motored Junkers trans- 
Ports loaded with light tanks and 
men had been shot down. 

Coincidentally, British military 
experts predicted the Germans 
would make an unprecedented use 
of air-borne forces in an attempt 
to smash their way across the for- 
midable barrier of the Dnieper 
river, in the southern Ukraine.

Germans Strive 
To Hide Damage 
Done By RAF. 


LONDON, Aug. 20—(CP)—Re- 
ports reaching London say the 
Nasis are making determined ef- 
forts to close all channels through 
which the facts about devastat- 
ing raids by the Royal Air Force 
on Western Germany might reach 
the wider German public or the 
outside world. 

Refugees are prevented from 
leaving the country, the Lisbon cor- 
respondent of the London Daily 
Telegraph reported in a dispatch to 
his paper. The closing of American 
consulates will assist the Nazis in 
maintaining a wall of silence around 
the bombed areas. Until the re- 
cent intensive raids, Jewish refu- 
gees with visas for the United 
States were still able to leave, but 
now it will be almost impossible 
to obtain a vis’. 

Even those who got visas be- 
fore closing :* American consul- 
ates have be. forbidden to leave 
Germany, for fear they should tell 
what they have seen. 

Hitherto, the Nazis had continued 
their policy of getting rid of un- 
wanted Jews after stripping them 
of all their possessions, Until the 
Russian campaign parties number- 
ing up to 100 Jews, almost exclu- 
sively elderly men, women and in- 
valids, reached Lisbon every week 
on their way to the United States 
and South America. 

Their departure from Germany

Flying Unit- 
ed States-made bombers, pilots of 
the British Mediterranean Fleet Air 
Arm blasted Monday at Axis Libyan 
ports and military positions. The 
fleet air arm, Cairo reported, has 
just started using American fight- 
ers, which an observer said had 
performed excellently. 


PERFORMING WELL 

Parenthetically, some reassuring 
evidence of the fighting prowess of 
United States army type Tomahawk 
pursuit planes, scores of which have 
been sent to the middle east, has 
just been reported officially and 
almost overlooked. 

Maj. Gen. George H. Brett, chief 
of the United States Army Air 
Corps, disclosed that between 
May 15 and June 23 these planes 
brought down 25 Axis machines 
in one unidentified war sector 
alone. In nearly every instance, 
Gen. Brett asserted, the American 
fighters had shown superiority 
over the Germans’ renowned 
Messerschmitt 109. 

Describing one exploit which he 
termed astounding, he said a small 
force of Tomahawks attacked an 
enemy aerial force nearly eight 
times as strong, and succeeded in 
destroying or damaging 60 per cent 
of the foes' planes.

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Hitler's Complaint

From Switzerland comes the report 
that Hitler is suffering from a serious 
nervous complaint and has been under 
the care of famous European experts. 

This is no news to the millions of 

civilized people who have been able to 
realize that only a lunatic would have 
undertaken the career of blood and vio- 
lence which was the choice of Der 
Fuehrer. 
Hitler's program is all the more 
lunatic and obviously derived from a 
deranged nervous system when one 
remembers that he had it within his 
power to build up the German Empire 
on purely economic foundations and 
make it a greater influence in the world, 
by peaceful methods, than he can ever 
make it by martial methods. 

Germany was doing very nicely for 
herself before Hitler decided to take 
up the sword. 

She was regaining a good bit of her 
commercial dominance in dyestuffs. 
She was beginning to take a world lead 
in the production of precision machin- 
ery, including cameras, scientific in- 
struments and the like. 

Her program of reforestation prom- 
ised huge profits aftér she began to 
conserve her timber and actually farm 
her forests for by-products. 

Her production of electrical and 
other scientific equipment was expand- 
ing into huge markets. Many of her 
industrialists had agreement with Am- 
erican industrialists not to compete in 
North American markets. But these 
agreements gave the Germans virtual 
monopolies in South America, Asia and 
parts of Europe and Africa. 

Germany was in a fair way to be- 
coming the most prosperous nation in 
the whole industrial world. 

And Hitler, for the sake of vanity, 
threw it all away. 

It does not require specialists from 
Switzerland to testify that both his 
nervous system and his head are badly 
out of order. 


The Problem Of Iran 


The period of grace which was 
given to Iran by Foreign Secretary 
Eden in his statement of August 6 to 
halt German infiltration seems to be 
drawing to a close. Both the British 
press and British officials are again 
urging vigorous action for the purpose 
of forestalling Axis intrigue in this 
importent little. country. 

Acting in close co-operation, Britain 
and Russia have served a new warning 
on the government at Teheran that 
action will follow unless the four thous- 
and German technicians and “tourists” 
already at work in the ancient kingdom 
are quickly thrown out. 

It is a considerable distance from 
the Southern Ukraine, where the Ger- 
mans are now heavily engaged with 
the Soviet forces, to the Caucasian 
hills on the northern frontier of Iran. 
But the dangers of postponing action 
against potential German fifth column- 
ists have been demonstrated too often 
in this war for Britain to tolerate too 
long any dilatory tactics on the part 
of the Iranian cabinet. 
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And in a hoarse and, a8, we suspect, 
bibulous aside, Gayda adds that Am- 
erica had better watch out for Japan. 


Gayda are common to any country. But 
all countries do not permit their ubiqui- 
tous wiseacres to be national spokes- 
men. 

That the voice of Signor Gayda 
should be the voice of Italy indicates 
the exceedingly parlous state of Italy's 
vocal cords and the dubious condition 
of her intelligence. 

It is a perpetual source of astonish- 
ment that would-be leaders who make 
a consummate hash of their own af- 
fairs should be most articulate in 
attending to the affairs of others. 

Doubtless Hitler, if he is not de- 
.prived of his head, as he should be, 
will spend his latter days in the rari- 
fied air of his Bavarian retreat telling 
thee world how to make friends and 
influence people. 


The Germans Get The News 


The anxious people of Berlin and 
other large German cities are not per- 
mitted to read the foreign press nor 
listen to foreign broadcasts. 

Their newspapers are carefully cen- 
sored. If they tune in their radios to 
a foreign station, they are subject to 
long terms of imprisonment, or worse. 

They read what their masters want 
them to read and hear only what their 
masters want them to hear. 

And still the Germans get the news. 

They get the news in large and 
horrible portions when British and Rus- 
sian bombs rain down on their public 
buildings, tear up their factories, de- 
stroy their railroads and blow up their 
barracks. 

They learn about world affairs when 
exploded debris rattles on their air- 
raid shelters. Their news bulletins are 
the sheets of flame which incendiary 
bombs rear into the night sky. 

Dr. Goebbels’ department of propa- 
ganda says that Britain is inert and 
beaten. 

Presumably, then, the Berliners be- 
lieve that the planes which ride the 
clouds and send down death and destuc- 
tion are manned by ghosts. 

The German high command declares 
that Russia’s armies are retreating in 
disorder. 

Presumably, then, Russia is only 
celebrating her defeat by bombing Ber- 


lin. 

We wonder if the Germans really 
believe Dr. Goebbels and the high com- 
mand or the plain evidence of their 
own eyes.

Not Like “Fourteen Points” 


Barking little busybodies like Signor | Churchill-Roosevelt Declaration Is" Viciy France or with Italy, which is an 


Not Similar To Wilson Basis 
Of Peace 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 

Although the Axis propaganda is say- 
ing that the eight-point declaration is a 
revival and imitation of Wilson's fourteen 
points, there is no truth in their descrip- 
tion. In fact, it can readily be shown that 
Mr, Roosevelt is so well aware of the les- 
sons of the Wilson era that he has acted 
consciously to see that the mistakes of the 
past are not repeated 
now. As a result there 
are profound practical 
differences between this 
declaration and Wilson's. 

The difference, which 
makes ali the difference 
in the world, is that here 
we have a joint public 
declaration by the heads 
of two governments 
; whereas Wilson’s declar- 
ation was a_ unilateral 
statement. This declara- 
tion is a binding commit- 
ment upon the Churchill government and 
the Roosevelt administration, whereas 
Wilson's declaration was binding only on 
Wilson, The fourteen points were Wilson's 
own statement of the aims he would pur- 
sue; they were not negotiated by Mr. Wil- 
son with Mr. Lloyd George or any of the 
other Allied leaders, as this declaration 
has been negotiated by Mr. Roogevelt with 
Mr. Churchill. The fourteen fi ts, though 
they were announced in January, 1918, 
were never Officially discussed with the 
Allied governments until after Germany 
had asked for an armistice in October, 
1918. Thus, whereas President Roosevelt 
has an agreement with the British govern- 
ment, President Wilson had only a public 
statement of his own aspirations, Until 
the week of the armistice itself, and then 
only after they had made drastic reserva- 
tions, Lloyd George, Clemenceau and 
Orlando were in no sense committed to. the 
Wilson program. 


Secret Treaties 


As a matter of fact they were 
much committed to a violation of the Wil- 
s0n program by a series of secret treaties 
which had been signed before the Ameri- 
can intervention. There was a treaty be- 
tween France and Czarist Russia which 
called for the dismemberment of western 
Germany and of Turkey, There was a 
treaty between the Allies and Italy fixing 
the territory which Italy was to have as 
a bribe for participating in the war. There 
were other treaties affecting the Middle 
East ard the Far East. President Wilson 
became fully aware of these treaties only, 
in November, 1917, when they were pub- 
lished to the world by the Bolsheviks, The 
fourteen points, were Re ness soon there- 
after and were carefully designed to offset 
the worst features of these secret treaties. 
But President Wilson was never able to 
induce the Allies to abrogate the treaties 
and accept instead his fourteen points. 
Thus at the peace conference there was 
continual conflict and compromise be- 
tween the secret commitments of the 
treaties and the Wilson declaration. 


Public Agreement 


Today we not only have a joint de- 
claration and a public agreement such as 
Wilson never achieved until it was too 
late, but we know that the public agree- 
ment has been possible because in fact 
there can be no secret agreements which 
We know this because no matter 
how skeptical and suspicious we choose to 
be, Great Britain in this war has no allies 
with whom disconcerting secret agree- 
ments could be made, 

Obviously there is none this time with 


enemy, or with Japan which is in the other 
camp, or with any of the governments-in- 
exile. As for Soviet Russia, the terms. of 
the British-Soviet alliance, of the Polish- 
Soviet. treaty, and of the declarations to 
Turkey, are in all respects consistent with 
the Roosevelt-Churchill declaration. ‘There 
is not the faintest shadow of a reason for 
supposing that either Britain or the United 
States has any commitment which con- 
flicts with their joint and public agree- 


ment, 
Commitment 

But this declaration differs from the 
fourteen points not only in that it is a 
commitment, and not merely a unilateral 
statement, not only in that in this war 
there is no coalition of great powers which 
is held together by profitable secret trea- 
ties. This declaration places its main 
emphasis on the very thing which, be- 
cause it was neglected twenty-five years 
ago, made the whole settlement unwork- 
able and the post-war reconstruction a 
failure. Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. :\Churchill 
know that a stable peace is utterly incon- 
ceivable unless it is organized around the 
continuing collaboration of Britain and 
America, They know that there can be no 
end to this crisis if the English-speaking 
peoples do not work in closest under- 
standing, and no possibility of a free. and 
ordered world in the future unless th 
provide a nucleus of order around wh 
the liberated peoples can rally, 

Thus the fact that this declaration was 
made in what was in reality a grand coun- 
cil of war gives it a meaning far beyond 
anything that the words in themselves 
could express, After all, there are many 
combinations of words by which one 
might express, though always inadequate- 
ly, the determination of civilized men to 
survive an onslaught of barbarism which 
is the most terrible and the most formid- 
able in many centuries. What matters is 
the will to achieve what the words attempt 
to convey and the means to make good 
what they promise, The historic circum- 
stances under which this agreement has 
been made are the seals which bind it. : 


Exceed Powers? 

It will be said “by his critics that the 
President has exceeded his powers in com- 
mitting this country to a collaboration 
which extends beyond this war into the 
post-war world. They are mistaken, He 
has, indeed, made a great commitment, 
but so did President Monroe, when, after 
negotiations with Great Britain, he com- 
mitted the young and feeble republic to 
the defense of the Western Hemisphere 
agetont the allied absolutisms of Europe. 

action of Monroé was audacious to 
the point of recklessness. Yet it was right 
in its conception of the American inter- 
ests. right in its basic understanding of the 
fact that this interest could be maintained 
because in essentials the British interest 
was the same. Because it was rightly con- 
ceived and rightly founded in the realities 
of world politics, the Monroe Doctrine, 
which began as a Presidential declaration, 
has stood the test of time and is univers- 
ally accepted, even by men who, if they 
had had to vote on it when first presented, 
would surely have objected violently. 

This joint declaration, because of the 
practical and necessary collaboration 
which it advertises, will also stand the test 
of time and come to be universally accept- 
ed in this country. For there is no turn- 
ing away from the fact that the independ- 
ence and the security of ‘the English- 
speaking peoples requires their close and 
unbroken collaboration.

The meeting on H.MS. Prince of Wales | 
of the heads of the British and United 
States governments was historic; the 
eight-point agreement they drew up was a 
master-stroke of diplomacy.

All 
nations, including Nazi Germany, now 
know the war aims of the democracies. 

Except for steps to prevent the Nazi 
and Fascist governments from again | 
plunging the world into war, no internal 
interferences are contemplated. That will 
be good news for Italians, now under the 
German heel. Peace forces in Germany 
now have a rallying point. The cry of 
encirclement raised by the warlords of 
Japan loses its force. 

This pronouncement of the two great 
combined democracies has done more to 
clear the way for a satisfactory peace than 
could any victory by land or sea. Further 
feeding of cannon-fodder to the guns by

Signs Of Despair 


At the time the two great statesmen of 
democracy were meeting, Reuter’s re- 
porters in Europe, interviewing neutral

ing conquered s0 many countries, they 
have bad food and everything is very 
dear. Only people with a lot of money 
can buy good things: poor people cannot 
get at them, 


“A Portuguese gentleman (I could 
mention his name, but it is prudent not to, 
he is so well known) went to Germany 
some time ago. He was ‘German mad,’ 
but he came back converted; now he is 
‘all English.’ He and his son were nearly 
crazy in Berlin with the English raids, 
and he had to spend such a lot of money 
to live he could not stand it any longer. 

“That reminds me of a Portuguese 
young gentleman who has returned from 

rlin, where he witnessed a British raid 
He said ‘It was awful.’ He told us the 
Germans lost their heads and said, ‘If this 
happens often the war would finish 
quickly; we can never stand it.’ > 

“Now that is perfectly true; the Ger- 
mans haven't got the moral strength the 
British possess; they would not resist as 
you are doing; and thet is why we say 
here, ‘We love the French, admire the 
English, detest the Germans and despise 
the Italians.’ 

“The gentleman I mentioned earlier 
told us that the Germans said to him: ‘We 
have conquered Greece; next will be 
Egypt; and then-—and then those English 
pigs; but they are so obstinate, so terribly 
obstinate that jn spite of all they may win 
after all! The Germans always begin 
madly and finish badly’.”

Do you know the really big war 
job you are going to do when you 
get behind Canada’s special coast-to- 
coast drive for aluminum? The chart 


which you see elsewhere on this 
page should recruit you, right down 
to the last old pot and pan you can 
dig up around your kitchen or find 
lying in disuse out in the back shed: 

Each one of the modern made-in- 
Canada fighting planes needs 4,000 
pounds of aluminum, Each of the 
big bombers needs 28,000 pounds. 
Your latest war job will be to help 
supply some of that metal, 


VITALLY NECESSARY 

In peace time Canada put millions 
ef pounds of aluminum into auto- 
mobiles, electrical equipment, sports 
equipment, wire, railway cars, 
kitchen utensils, buildings, commer- 
cia] aircraft, gadgets. In war time 
she is putting millions of pounds of 
the metal into ships, planes, army 
service equipment, and the like. 
These things are vitally necessary to 
victory. 

Therefore the vast program to 
turn out aluminum. Huge plants are 
working on tremendous accumula- 
tions of stored South American 
beauxite. More plants are being 
built. But the demands for war 
aluminum is keeping ahead of the 
supply. 

“We must close this gap as much 
as we can,” say officials of the 
department of national war ser- 
vices, which is sponsoring the 
drive. “And one way to do it is to 
rescue the secondary sluminum 

metal used in peace time manufac- 
ture of household articles, That 
secondary metal lies all over Can- 
ads in small deposits in house- 
wives’ kitchens, in basements, in 
back sheds, It takes the form of 
old, broken, discarded aluminum 
articles of all kinds, which can be 
found in varying quantities in al- 
most every Canadian home. The 
country’s war program needs that 
metal, Give it to the big drive.” 

Such metal, the officials point 
out, is still perfectly good, even if 
the article—pot, pan, electrical de- 
vice, sport item—is broken or out- 
moded. The metal can be re- 
smelted and save time and labor.

Archduke Otto 
To Visit City 


Pretender to the throne of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Archduke Otto of the 
House of Hapsburg wil] visit this 
city on September 23 and 24, during 
a trip through Western Canada 
visiting his countrymen and study- 
ing conditions under which they are 
living, it was learned Wednesday. 

Rev. Jerome Gassner, D.D., of 
Humboldt, Sask., a member of the 
archducal party, is a city visitor, 
registered at the Macdonald, to 
make preliminary arrangements for 
the visit. Dr. Gassner, on Wednes- 
day, called on Lt.-Gov. J. C. Bowen 
and advised His Honor of the com- 
ing visit. Other government auth- 
orities subsequently will be visited 
in connection with the Archduke’s 
visit and advised of arrangements, 

Archduke Otto is the eldest son 

of the late Emperor Charles of 
Austria, the last monarch of that 

country, who died in exile in 1922. 

Also he is a grandnephew of the 

Emperor Frans Josef, who was 

the reigning monarch when the 

Great War broke out in 1914. 

The archduke came to this coun- 
try last year, following the occupa- 
tion of Paris by German troops, He 
visited Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
some months ago and at present is 
in the United States. 

Included in the archduke's party 
will be Count Hedry, a former Hun- 
garian ambassador to Belgium and 
Count Degenfeld, the archduke's 
tutor, After completing the visit 
here, the party will proceed west- 
ward.

BSORBINGLY interesting 
at all times, the subject 
of highways becomes increas- 
ingly so during the summer, 
when tourist traffic brings 
thousands of visitors to the 
province, with better business 
resulting on all sides. Thor- 
oughfares, spreading through 
the province in all directions 
like ribbons from the May- 
ap are arteries of economic 
ife even as the arterial chan- 
nels of the human body con- 
vey life-blood through the 
system. 

These traffic ribbons have an 
appeal to the public because they 
are built frem general funds and 
thelr construction and mainten- 
ance, whether they be district, 
secondary or main highways, 
form a considerable portion of 
the annual provincial budget.

Program To Be 
Finished Soon 


Given reasonably good weather 
wntil the end of the normal out- 
door construction season, the 1941 
Alberta highways program will be 
completed before freese-up, ac- 
cording to Hon. W. A. Fallow, 
minister of public works. Road 
crews in all parts of the province 
have taken full advantage of 
recent fine weather, with the re- 
sult that considerable progress has 
been made, he said. This applies 
equally to the main and secondary 
highways programs. 

Estimates passed at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature, provided 
$1,000,000 for main highways. This 


was supplemented by a special war- | 


rant for $200,000 for repairs made 
necessary following damage caused 
by early season floods. 

Recently, Mr. 
making short inspection trips over 
highways in this district and next 
week, he expects to visit the Med- 
icine Hat area. 

JASPER HIGHWAY 

Referring to various projects, Mr 
Fallow declared that hard-surfacing 
is being applied to the Trans-Can- 
ada highway between Medicine Hat 
and Walsh, on the Alberta-Saskat- 
chewan border. Between six and 
eight miles of this section has been 
finished. He said that surfacing of 


| the 35 miles of main highway be- 


tween Lethbridge and MacLeod has 
been completed. Hhe declared this, 
at present, was known as 
speedway of the province.” 

Work was commenced recently on 
the Jasper highway, east from 
Lavoy, in which area it is proposed 
to do away with two railway 
crossings. 

Two other crossings, at Vermil- 
fon, also will be removed. This 
will insure eradication of all 
dangerous road intersections be- 
tween this city and Lloydminster. 
In addition, the distance between 
these two points will be shortened 
by 14% miles. 

Surfacing operations between 
Stony Plain and Carvel] Corner, a 
distance of 10 miles, are expected 
to be completed this week- 

In the 20 mile stretch from Car- 
vell Corner west to Seba Beach, Mr. 
Fallow said that chlorinated lime 
would be used as an experiment, 
provided weather conditions proved 
favorable. 

Mr. Fallow plans to attend the 
annual convention of the Canadian 
Good Roads Association at Niagara 
on October 7, 8 and 9. He will give 
an illustrated lecture on the meth- 
ods used in the construction of the 
Alberta highways.

Parboi] the sweet potatoes for 10 
minutes, peel and cut in thick slices 
and arrange in the center of a} 
round, greased baking dish. Arrange 
the sausage around the edge. Boil} 
together the molasses, butter, water | 
and salt and pour over the swee(| 
potatoes. Cover and bake for 30| 
minutes, Remove from oven. Cover 
the entire top with apple rings and 
fill the centers of the rings with 
raisins. Return to the oven and 
bake for 10 minutes 
BRAISED LAMB WITH ONIONS | 
One and one-half pounds shoulder 
of lamb, 3 or 4 sliced onions, flour, 
salt and pepper, ‘4 cup of hot water. 
Cut the lamb into pieces the size 
for serving and season with salt and 
pepper, Pound flour into the meat 
Try out a little of the fat in a heavy 
skillet and brown the meat. Then 
cook the sliced onions in the fat 
until they brown slightly, but be 
careful to keep them from scorch- 
ing.
